AN ACT Relating to authorizing a sales tax by cities to fund
crimnal justice system costs; adding a new section to chapter 82.14
RCW and creating a new section.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. Cities are on the frontlines of the fight
against crime but wth existing | egal authority and financial resources
t hey have been unable to keep up with the increased costs of existing
pol i ce, prosecutors, courts, jails, i ndi gent def ense, and
communi cation, dispatch, or related technology. In addition, they have
been unabl e to enhance existing tools to effectively fight l|ocal crine.
The | egislature recognizes the need to provide cities with increased
authority to pay for existing and enhanced crimnal justice services.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 82.14 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) Acity legislative authority may authorize, fix, and inpose a
sal es and use tax in accordance with the terns of this chapter.

(2) The tax authorized in this section shall be in addition to any
ot her taxes authorized by | aw and shall be collected fromthose persons
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who are taxable by the state under chapters 82.08 and 82.12 RCW upon
the occurrence of any taxable event, under those chapters, wthin the
city. The rate nust equal: (a) In the case of a sales tax, one-tenth
of one percent of the selling price; (b) in the case of a use tax, the
val ue of the article used.

(3) Moneys collected under this section nust be used solely to
provide additional funds to pay (a) the increased costs of existing
crimnal justice services, and (b) the costs of enhancenents to
existing crimnal justice services. Crimnal justice services include,
but are not limted to: Police, prosecutors, courts, jails, indigent
def ense, communi cation/dispatch and related technol ogy, ot her
supporting personnel, equipnent, facilities, prograns, and operating
expenditures determned by the city to be part of its crimnal justice
system and an inportant part of its crime prevention and crine fighting
activities. Moneys coll ected under this section may not be used to
repl ace or supplant expenditures for crimnal justice services that are
funded from other sources but shall be wused in addition to such
exi sting expenditures to pay the increased costs of existing crimnal
justice services and the costs of enhanced and new crimnal justice
servi ces.
